libel. The Zevening News commented

TRE summary of the financea of Japan,

WaT CONSTITUTER ‘Sa 8B GOIKG 
VESSEL 7? 


This wasa case heard bofora the same 
Magiatratea acme time ago, in which one 
Leung Ngan was convicted of having com- 
mitted ao offeuce under sub-section 9 of 
sect. 34, and was sentenced under sect. 
14, to three months’ imprisonment in Vio- 
toria Gaol, and it was ordered that the 
jank should be forfeited to the Crown. 
The case went before the Supreme Court 
and their Lordships held that the caso did 
not find all the facta necessary for the de- 
cision of the Court, and that it must be 
remitted for amendment. 

It was xccordingly referred back to the 
Magistrates to re-hear the caso, and to atate 
asa fact whether the appellant’s boat comen 
within the definition of sub-Section 1, as 
being a sea-going junk or not, and to come 
to a new determination, as directed by Seo. 
7 of Ord. 4 of 1858. On thia reference the 
case DOW came Up. 

Mr A. B, Johnson, Acting Crown Solici- 
tor, appeared for the Crown ; Mr Brereton 
appeared for the defendant and appellant 

Capt. Thomaett read the terms of the 
order of the Supreme Court and said the 
Court was now quite ready to hear anything 
the parties had to offer. 

Mr Broroton said it would be advisat le 
that Constable Middle, on whose evidence 
the conviction was made, should be-put in 
the box. He had a queation or two to put. 
As thoir Worships wore aware, no one ap- 
peared for the defendant on the last occa-

STRANGE TRAGEDY IN MACAO. 


Lettera from Macao inform us of a sad 
ocourrence that took place last night in 
thatCity. Asoldierof the Macao Garrison 
{named Pacheco), while on duty between 
12 and 2 this morning, at the Treasury 
in Alfandoga, left his post and went back 
to the Barracks at San Francisco, and 
jemped overa wall which intervenes be- 
tween the Barracks and the privato resi- 

_ dence of Major da Beja, the Command. 
ant, and breaking open a window-he-got 
into the Major's bedroom and fired two 
shota at the unfortunate Major, . One 
took effect in: thearm, and another’ pene- 
trated the obeat.: The Major got up from 
hig bed and got ‘hold of a revolver, but 
bad to relinquish’ it and dropped down 
dead inatantly,, .The murderer then-ape 

. proached the wife of. the deceasod, and: 
threatened hor life if'she would not give 
him money, . ‘I'he: Indy in’ her fright 
handed him $10, and Le thea.made good 
his escape, and: got into the honse of a 
Chinese woman of il fame, where he way 
apprehended’ in the morning, asleep in 
hed ond atill ormed. He-immediately 
confessed his ctime and said that be was 
sorry. he bad had no tine to do away 
with some others as he had wished, 


| This witness had been brought before them 
by the prosecution, and they were bound to 
consider as thoroughly what he had enid 
for the prizoner as what be bad said against 


Capt, Thomsett ssid he might be the 
master of a ship and atill have a master, 
still have somebody whom he would natur- 
ally oall his master.

Mr Brereton said it was only in tho 
absence of proof to the contrary that the 
man fouad in ostensible charge of the boat 
was to be taken to be the master.

Captain Thomsett eaid there was no proof 
that he was not the master of the juok ; 
there was only the proof of the Interpreter 
that when he was obarged at the Police 
Station, he said he was not the master, 
and named another person, ..The Court 
hed only to deal with the man who was 
master of the junk or in charge of it at the 
time'the offence allegéd was committed, 

Mr Brereton asked the Court talook at 
the man, They could nee he wae not a 
mon who was likely to be the owner of u 
boat !- ‘Was he likely to be the owner of 
balls cf epium valtsd at over $1,000, 
The master of the junk whose natue the 
prisoner had given to the police was, 
plainly enough, the man who was retponai- 
ble. Buthe did not stand hete, It was 
perfectly plain-on other grounds that s 
conviction could not be had hero. This 
boat was only a sampan or honso-hoat. 
‘There was no possibility of calling Ita juak. 
There was nothing to prevent that boat 
from grossing the harbour with any amount 
of opium,

Captain Thomeott : Hor anchorage is the 
place at which she is anchored, whether 
legally anchored there or not. 

Mr Brereton submitted that this was not

6 of 1866. Section 14 thereof was tle basis 
of the clanse he had jost read; indeed the 
clause, was reproduced from the old Or- 
dinanca word fot word ; and under that same 
Ordinance, the old one, it’ was distinctly 
defined what an anchorage was. The an 
chorage under the meaning of the Ordinance 
was not the place where s small sampan 
might bappen to be lying for the time, not 
the davits or the painter to which she might 
bo fastened at the time, but was a disticctly 
fixed resort, an anchorage specially pro- 
vided and pecified by the Harbour Master. 
An anchorage within the moaning of the 
Ordinasce was an anchorage fixed by the 
Harbour Master and nothing elso, and uo 
less it was shown that the Harbour Master 
bad provided an anchorage for this junk, 
which anchorage she had left without a 
permit, then no conviction could be ob- 
tained. That was as plain sa possible, he 
argued. Section 6 of the Urdinavce be had 
cawed was as follows :— 

‘*The Harbour Master shall with the a 
proval of the “overnor appoint sui:nble 
anchorages for ,anke tm the Harbour and 
at tho ‘Harbour Master’s Stationa’ to be 
called ‘ Anchorages for Janks.’” 


He defied the Harbvur Master to say 
that any anchorage had ever beeu appoint- 
od fur this boat, as a juok. Shy never left 
ber anchorazé becausy she nover had an 
anchorage at all undur tbe Ordinaace, The 
Judges scouted the whole case on that one 
point. Thia bait was iu fact a mere sam- 
pan, a boast 19 feet long ; a mere puilaway 
boat. They might venture ont to sea, in 
her, If they liked ; nobvdy ovuld preveut 
that; but whe was not, and could uot by any 
possibility bo called a sea-yoing junk. He 
Preased the poimt thst this boat had no 
anctiorage, because the unchurage meant in 
the Ordinance, an anchorage fixed by the 
Harbour Master, and there was sticl 
anchorage fixed. He was only surprised 
at his frieud pressing the caso at all. He 
would say oo more the case #a8 60 plain. 

Mr Johnson replied briefly, prefacing his 
remarks by reading the instructions from 
the Supreme Cou.t which ars given above. 
All that the Court had to goal with were 
the mattera therein mentioned. The Court 
would observe that there was not one wor: 
about anchorage, and he therofore asked 

heir Worships to give no attention what- 
ever to any one word that had en asid 
about it. He asked thon to dismiss 
slogetber from their minds everything 
that had been said about anchorages aud 
to deal only with the points which were 
before them by the instructions of the 
Supreme Court. As to whether this boat 
camo within the defnition of junk in tho 
ordinance, hy submitted that the words wore 
clear enough, Lu the construction of this 
chapter ‘'the term «jaok’ shall mean 
every sep going vessel ” (hey did not 
want the ‘' Chinese or other "} ‘“ not coming 
within the provisions of secon 14 of this 
ordinance and not being a fishing boat or 
vessel liconsed under subsection 24 of this 
chapter.” A vessel meant anything sfluat; 
tbere was no limited meaning to the word. 
A sea-going vessel was a veneol golog to sea, 
‘The evidence given by the prisoner bimsul: 
settled this matter. tHe told the Oourt in 
his statement that the vessel was going to 
Nam-tau, which was 40 miles disiant. Jf 
that was not going tosea then he did not 
kaow what going to sea was. On the evid 
voce before them the Court, he submitted, 
must find thet this was a sen-going vessel 


which point was all that they were asked to +: 


make avy farther finding upon by the 
reference of the Supreme Cuurt, As to the 
defendant not being the master of the juuk 
he had only to call the attention of the 
Court to the definition clause Sub-Ses. 1, 
sec, 38 of Ord. 8 of 1879; “tho term 
‘Master’ of a Junk shall include any por- 
son for the time being in command or 
charge of the same” There was not a 
shadow of adoubt that this was the man 
in charge of the j ink at the time. He was 
confident the Court was satisfied that the 
junk came within the meaning of the Ur- 
dinance and woald find accordingly and, he 
presumed, remit the case back to the Su. 
preme Court. 

Capt, Thomactt said that, with the per- 
mission of Mr Ny Choy, he would first say 
a word or two in answer to the personal 
attack made on bim by Mr Brereton.

Capt. 'homeett, proceeding, observed :— 

Mr Brereton, in the course of his address 
to the Bench, has stated that under Sats 
seotion 3 of Section 98 of Ordinanoe 8 of 
1879 it was the daty of the Harbour Master 
»% appoint suitable anchorages for junke, 
and that this had not beendone. It is 
my duty to point out that Oriinance 6 of 
1866 first inatitated such anchorages, and. 
Mr Brereton might have seen their bound- 
aries defined in the Government Gaxetis of 
that year. Farther, Mr Brereton might 
have seen that although Ordinance 6 of 
1866 was repealed by Urdinance 8 of 1879, 
Seotion 45 of the new Ordinance provides 
that any rulesor regalations made by the 
Governor in’ pursuance of Ordiaance 6 of 
18:6 aud not repealed by Ordinauce 8 of 
1879 shall be deemed to have beon made 
uuder the new Ordinanos, But this is not 
aqoestion esto whether this Junk left an 
anchorage for junks, for's Junk master who 
would not heaitata to commit ao nerious a 
breath of the law as to endeavour to go to 
sea without clearing would not be very par- 
tioatar as to whether he ancbored-in an an- 
ohorage for junks or not y he would anchor 
whorevar it war most convenient for hia to 
alip off to sea unseen. Tha Government, 
when Ordinapce 6 of-1806 was under dis- 
aussion, probably anticipated somethlug of 
this sort, and therefore ia Sub-settion 9 in- 
sorted the wotds ‘' het anchorage” or the 
place where the juok wanat anchor, If 
anything else had been intended, the words 
‘shall not leave her anchorage for junks” 
would have been need.

Mr Brerston wished to say that, so far 
from insinuating any neglect of duty in 
this matter to the Harbour Master, he bad 
impressed on the Court that the Harbour 
Master was right in what he had done, 
This verse! not being a junk it had never 
occurred to him to give heran anchorage. 

Capt. Thomsett sald Mr Brereton had 
stated in his address that the anchorages 
for janks were not fixed: he thonght it 
right to say that the anchorages for junks 
were defined and proclaimed as long as 
fourteen years ago. 

Mr Brareton sald he hed merely said that 
uesither the Harbour Mastor nor his assistant 
bad ever fixed an anchorage for this junk, 
and he argued that ijt was not a junk, 

Capt. Thomestt ssid Mr Breroton had 
stated.that the junk anchorages were not 
fixed by the Harbour Master as the ordinance 
t-quired ; he desired to aay that they were, 
There was xo neconsity for further debating 
tbe question, 

Mr Brereton sald that if any anchorage 
fot thia boat had been provid: he would 
have esid the Harbour M ater h.d excosd- 
ed his duty rather then neglected it. 

Capt. Thomsett asked that the matter be 
allowed to drop now. It did not follow, 
he added, tbat if a boat waa at an anchorage 
whioh was in defiance of the la, that that 
fact was to free ber from any charge that 
might be brought againat her of leaving for 
sea without a cloaranos or anything of the 
kind: 

After consultation the Magistrates agreed. 
that having rehsard the osse Bo far as the 
inatractions of the Supremo Court dirested, 
and having taken auch evidence aa was laid 
before it, the matter be referred back to 
the Supreme Court in acoordance with the 
terms of the instructions. 

Mr Brereton asked that all tbe papers 
should be sent. 

Capt. Thomastt said that would be done.

PEEING, 
Oct. 13, 

As far as tho Russian question is con- 
cerned, the pendulum of the balance ia 
vibrating between negotiations in St. Peters- 
burg and negotiations in Peking. A report 
iscurrent here that Mr Butzoff whilst on 
his way out to China haa been recalled, in 
order to assist at the negotiations at St. 
Petersburg. The home papere describe 
the reception of Tsing at the Imperial 
Court as very cordial and distinguished, 
bat here and there it escapes that the re- 
coption was not so very cordial. Tho fact 
ia that tho Czar plainiv said that Russia 
does not wish to be triffed with s second 
time. A further fact is that up to thie 
moment no forcigners in Peking know if 
Butzoff really has been recalled. The war 
party makes, however, of this circumstanco, 
a point in their game, and arms from head 
to foot. Your report amongst the “ locals" 
about the meeting of the Grand Council at 
which the Empress laid before them a 
script, ordering the Ministers if for war to 
sign it, seems after all, ridiculous as it ap- 
pears, to bo perfeotly true. The Grand 
Council meeting took place on the 19th 
eptember ; the majority of the members 
were for war against Russia, a3 indefatig- 
able Chang Chib-tung published a new 
memorial to that effect. The Mmpress 
Dowager is said to havo expressed herself 
that she wos old, weax, and a woman, and 
did not like to take the responsibility ; if 
the members of the Council thought it best 
for the Cuuncil to make war with Ruasia, 
then she thought that in their patriotism 
they will not shrink from signing o declara- 
tion in which they assume the responsibility 
of the issue of such a war, and that if the 
war should prove digustrous they would 
forfeit their heads. They all approved of 
this, bat said it should be sent to Li Hung- 
chang. It was sent, and Li kept it for a 
few days and then said he would sign if 
Tso Tsung tung would. I will not vouch 
for the eutire correctueas of this story, but 
the leading facts ure perfectly true. One 
charscteristic of the Chinese is, clever and 
calcalating as they are av merchants, they 
become so woman-like in the moment of 
action. Tho pompously held out animosity 
against Raossia turns éat to be a sqnabble 
between big children, or old women, as you 
may please to term them. Prince Chun, 
defeated in his wur schemes, at least for 
this yoar, nues every mouns *'to blind the 
eye of Vhina,” his relation Prince Kung, 
as the peace party call him. Prince Chun 
managed for a whilo to have the whole 
Grand Council_degraded, including trince 
Kung; as the latter has again buen re- 
instated into the favour of the Empresses- 
Regents, o new charge was brought up by 
Prince Chan against the son of Prince 
Kung who was accused of having had illicit 
intercourse with bis aunt, who was living 
retired ag a nun in one of the convents sur- 
rouuding Peking. Thia charge seomed for 
a moment to have greatly excited the Chi- 
nose population, but aurprising as the nows 
was, the ustonishment subsided ax quickly 
as it arose, and nobody says anything more 
about it; and the accused Prince enjoys 

erfect security. More serious seoms to 
Bo the animosity between Li Hang-chang 
aud Tso Tsung-tang. The latter ia shortly 
expected here. A great deal will depend 
on the policy of Tseng Kwo-tsuan, who for 
the present lets things take their course, 
but, as he has the most to gain of all, and 
is very ambitious, he has hitherto kept a 
very observant attitude, neithor declaring 
for war or for peace; and although he isa 
great deal distrusted by both Li and Tso, 
these two magnates cannot avoid buving to 
deal with him. Actually Tseng Kwo-tsuan, 
being chief commander of the shun Hai 
Kwan, has under his orders a greater army 
than his neighbour Li Hung-chang, An- 
other person who appears on the scene, 
whenever difficulties are on the horizon, for 
instance the Anna affuir, and the Margary 
ditticulty, is Mr Tong King-Sing, the chief 
director of the China Merchanta S.N. Co., 
who has made his appearance again in the 
North. What will bo aim atnow? Will 
it be the Tsung-lo Yamén? in which his 
countrymen the Cantonese would like to 
sce him as adviser, and a report is current 
in Tientsin to that effect; or will it be 
Paymaster General and Chief Transport 
Commissioner of the Army of Shan Hai 
Kwan ? as it is said, Li Hung-chang wouid 
like to bave him, be it recognition of 
services Tong King Sing rendered, or be it 
as his uyont near Tseng Kwo téuan. Tong 
King-sing himself however says that he 
will pasa the winter in the North only to 
supervise the working of the coul mines at 
Kai-ping, for which ail the machiuory has 
arrived from Europe, and with the inten- 
tion to dig a canal which will connect Kai 
ping with the Pe:bo. Ali this, Mr Tong 
King-sing hopes to complete about the 
middle of next year, aud to produce coals 
from these mines at that time, 1 hear also 
that other engineers have been ordered 
from home to open new mines as quickly 
as possible in Chihli.—Mercury Vor.

“Pioneer's” Journal forwarded to us 
from Chung-king, Szo-chuen :~ 


Friday, Oot. 15. 

Raining again most all day, ther. 65°. 

The pork butchers are atill holding 
out in their Club-honse, and refuse to 
recommence business until the officials 
have promised that the tax on piga will 
not be enforced now or hereafter. The 
Chung-ching Fub, “ Prefect,’ has been 
going the rounds of the city calling on 
the good people of his prefecture to open 
their shops and’ transact buainesa aa 
uwal, saying that the tax on pigs did 
not concern other people, but only the 
butchers, without pg who was to 
pay the extra two cash, authorized to be 
charged on each catty of pork sold: the 
iccke ‘open their shatters for a fow 
minutes, then put them up agsin, and we 
ave ntill io monrning for the poor pigs 
or other. animbls, ‘Tho official pork 
stalls entablished at, tha doors.of the 
Pah Shien Magistrate, or Yahmun, 
have proved a railure j note bit strangers 
patroni#e them, the tiatives preferring to 
croaa the fiver, and buy thelr pork from 
the Kiang-peh Ting butchers, who ap- 
pear to be driving a brisk trade during 
this piggish commotion. Tho-Goverpor- 
General of this Province and the Ma- 
gistrata of thia Ghiep, or subeprefecture, 


are about the most unpopular people in 
the Empire at present. 


Saturday, Oct. 16. 

Fine: weather, ther. 69°. 

Great consternation provails through- 
out the city ; tradesmen still persist ip 
keeping their shutters up, and do not 
disguise their disgust of the local offi- 
cials who they cull Poh poh Kwan, ic, 
old granny officers, 

The Pahshien Mag.strate has issued 
8 proclamation apologizing to the people 
generally, and to the butchera parti. 
cularly for hig share of the work in try- 
ing to raise the obnoxious tax on piga ; 
“he is prepared to swear to them that he 
was ordered to act as he did, by the 
Governor-General, that tho Likin de- 
Tived from the tax was to be applied to 
public use, and was not at all intended 
for his private income, a8 some evil-dis- 
posed pergons have affirmed &e., dc. It 
now appears that the Governor-General: 
tried to impose the pig tax on the 
inhabitants of Chen-tu, the Provincial 
Capital, but was obliged to withdraw 
his plang as the butchers held ont nine 
days, and the people closed their shops. 
Pork offered for sale at the Palaco doors 
was allowed to rot, ag no one would buy 
it, so the officials have all miserably 
failed in squeezing a cash out of the 
“sovereign people” of Sze-chuan. 


Sanday, Oct, 17. 

Delightful weather, noon ther. 70°, 

Letters from Szechuan inform me 
that a valuable silver mine near Chao- 
tung Fuh, has been closed for the waut 
of pumping machinery to keep it dry. 
Some of the rich copper mines have also 
been abandoned on the sume account, 

Your correspondent, duly authorized 
by responsible capitalists, bus, twice thi, 
year, offered the loan of ten willions of 
taels to the Goveroor-General of Yun- 
nin and Kweicho, and his culleagues, 
the Governors of both those Provinces, 
for the purpose of mining and road 
making, but his offer hag been refused, 
although the interest asked was onl) 
seven per cent, The only snawer the 
officials gave, was that the mines were 
doing very well, and had done very well 
for conturies without the aid of Foreig: 
Capital. Foreign copper is used ia vbir 
City because it in cheaper than tha 
brought from tho Yun-nan mines, only 
afew hundred miles off, and America 
petroleum is burnt by the proprietors of 
valuable Petroleum Springs, because 
they are not allowed to adopt the 
Foreign , method of purifying the oil 
flowing at their doors. So much for 
oflicialdom inobstructing the advance of 
svience in Weatern China, 

Av tovk a atrolk over the walls on 
the South side of the city, this morning, 
I came croas a party of native troops at 
target practice, About 20 soldiors were 
armed with rusty matchiocks, and abou: 
20 wore acted ax instructors, directors, 
conductors, drum-beaters, and pipe 
boarord, to the above mentioned match 
lock shooters, who appeared to be able 
bodied and intelligent young men, doing 
their very best, at pacing, posturing, 
aiming, and shooting, to please their 
Captain, an old man, sitting at a table 
some distance in the rear, Some of tho 
shooters bit the target, and more of 
them did not, although the target (8 feet 
by 4) was big enough 60 paces off, 
and near enough to be hit, by any 
schoolboy in England with a cricket ball.
